Before the first act was fairly start­ 
ed those who witnessed the December 
outbreak could well see the impending 
outcome. From all parts of the house 
hoarse hisses were heard and yells of 
I ut em out, 
“give 'em a dose of 
rotten eggs” repeated time and again. 
While a majority of the house were

made a sneak to a nearby restaurant 
and purchased a basket full of eggs. 
Luckily the performers realized their 
peril and at the end of the act, down

The show in itself 
was rank beyond description, but the 
way in which It was received was far 
worse. 


Before the first act was fairly start­ 
ed those who witnessed the December 
outbreak could well see the impending 
outcome. 
From all parts of the house 
hoarse hisses were heard and yells of 
"Put ’em out," “give ’em a dose of 
rotten eggs” repeated time and again. 
While a majority of the house were 
thus engaged several 
gallery 
fiends 
made a sneak to a nearby restaurant 
and purchased a basket full of eggs. 
Luckily the performers realized their 
p u ll and at the end of the act, down 
went the curtain, followed by the ap- 
yea ranee of the

alive.

boloed treacherously while succoring 
the wounded. 
In the face of these 
horrible atrocities, some of the Amor 
lean troops had been guilty of admin 
istering the “water cure.” but the in 
stances of this kind were isolated and 
no part of the general policy in the 
Philippines.

THE PLANET MARS. 


Science Cannot Say Whether There 
Be Men There or Not. 
To the popular mind all astronomical 
research ought of necessity to be con­ 
cerned with the Important questions 
whether there are men in the moon 
aud inhabitants in Mars. To the first 
of these astronomy returns a decided 
negative. There is no life on the moon, 
and probably no life, either vegetable 
or animal, existed at any period of hu­ 
man history. To the second the nn- 
•wer is: We cannot tell. There may be 
men in Mars aud there may not The 
conditions of life there do not preclude 
the existence of human beings. We 
have in Mars rain and snow, sunshine 
and gloom, summer and winter, as on 
our earth. 
Perhaps the closing years of the 
twentieth century will see astroitomers 
armed 
with 
a 
telescope 
powerful 
enough to reveal towns and cities in 
Mars. Should ever such a discovery be 
made I could conceive of none greater 
in the whole range of time, none more 
upsetting or disconcerting. To the or­ 
dinary astronomer untroubled by such 
hopes the future lines of astronomical 
progress is simply and clearly defined, 
and that progress is simply to answer 
the old lines: 


Twinkle, twinkle. little star. 
H o w I w o n d er w h at you are. 
This was the problem before our 
friend who wrote on astronomy a hun­ 
dred years ago; this will be the prob­ 
lem before astronomers a hundred 
years hence.—Chambers’ Journal.

Philippines. Mr. Lodge, of Massachu 
setts, chairman of the Philippine com­ 
mittee, addressed the senate yester 
j day. 
Iaang before he began to speak 
the galleries were thronged with pee 
pie and the attendance on the floor 
of the senate was unusually large 
Mrs. Cowles, the president's sister 
was an interested auditor. 
His re 
I view of the situation in the islan I 
and of the utterances of the minority 
in criticsm of the eondtlons there wa 
notably interesting, forceful and el 
fective. 
He spoke with deep earnest 
ness and at times became eloquent. 
Mr. Lodge warmly resented the iir 
nutations east on the president, th 
secretary of war and the army for the 
alleged cruelties and atrocities said 
to have bein practiced in the Philip 
pines. 
He said every effort had bern 
employed by the officals in authority 
to prevent such cruelties as had bern 
referred to and measures had been 
taken to punish those guilty of them. 
Such things, however, were incident 
of every war and could not be pre 
vented absolutely. He had no deft us- 
to make for many of the cases of tor 
til re which had been cited, but tho 
men of the American army had bet r 
provoked almost beyond human en 
durance. 
He recited 
scores of in 
stances of cruelties and torture prae 
tired by the Filipino Insurgents 
on 
American prisoners. 
Men had their 
ears cut off: had been disembody!, d , 
had been driven fnto streams and 
while drowning, shot to death; had 
been tied to trees and stoned to death 
by women and children, and buried 
alive. 
Others had been

boloed treacherously while succoring 
the wounded. 
In the face of these 
horrible atrocities, some of the Amir 
lean troops had been guilty of admin 
isterlng the “water cure.” but the In 
stances of this kind were Isolated and 
no part of the general policy In th- 
Philippines.

ing place. 
The mob followed and when at the 
comer of Fourth 
and 
Washington 
streets bename more boisterous than 
ever. 
The little girl, who had stood 
the treatm ent like a heroine up to 
this time, lost ail control of herself, 
and crying piteously started on a for­ 
lorn run down toward Third street. 
Then is when the most demoralizing 
action on the part of her followers oc­ 
curred. 
At last she stopped and wait­ 
ed for the kindly protection of some 
one, she knew not whom. 
Again a 
policeman played the part 
of 
pro­ 
tector. 
He sided up to her and then 
the others were found by another po 
beeman and together they went to 
their hotel without molestation, fur­ 
ther than 
being 
followed 
by th* 
crowd which had lessened somewhat. 
In their rooms with the doors locked 
the troupe wras safe, but little sleep 
did they get for several hours, as a 
part of the mob lingered until 12:30 
this morning. 
On the early train left for Pittsburg 
and thus ended one of tile most dis 
graceful happenings that ever occur 
red in the city. 
Many ladies of the city who hap 
pened on tho streets during the af­ 
fair <ame near being victims of the 
mob. 
Several times were they ac­ 
costed ami insulted by the crowd and 
some of them ran in terror as did the 
show women. 
The police are being censured se­ 
verely for not resorting 
to

means to quell and

cot wd and tho opera house officials 
for allowing such an aggregation to 
appear before tile public.

S c i e n c e C a n n o t S a y W h e t h e r T h e r e 
Ile Men T h e r e o r g o t . 
To the popular mind all astronomical 
research ought of necessity to be con­ 
cerned with the important questions 
whether there are men In the moon 
and inhabitants In Mars. To the first 
of these astronomy returns a decided 
negative. There is no life on the moon, 
and probably no life, either vegetable 
or animal, existed s t any i>erlod of hu­ 
man history. To the second the an­ 
swer is: We cannot tell. There may lie 
men in .Mars and then* may n ot The 
conditions of lift* tiler* do not preclude 
the existence of human beings. 
We 
have In Murs ruin and snow, sunshine 
and gloom, summer and winter, as on 
our earth. 
Perhaps tile closing years of the 
twentieth century will see ustrottoiners 
armed 
with 
a 
telescope 
powerful 
enough to reveal towns and cities in 
Mars. Should ever such a discovery be 
made I could conceive of none greater 
in the whole range of time, none more 
upsetting or disconcerting. To the or­ 
dinary astronomer untroubled by such 
hopes the future lines of astronomical 
progress Is si rn ply and clearly defined, 
and that progress Is simply to answer 
the old lines:
